The latter, 
armed with ea shotgun, told Edwards to keep back 
or be shot, 

“Bhootand be d-—— d,’’ Edwards replied; ‘‘I’m 
not going to be binfled by a no count nig like 
jou.” 

He then advanced upon Hart, his knife up- 
lifted, ready to strike. 

Hart raised his gun, which was loaded with bird 
shot, and fired both barrels into hie assailant. The 
lattersank to the ground, exclaiming: ‘I’m a 
Geadiman! Jesus haye mercy on my,soul!”’ and 
immediately expired. 

Hart made noattempt to. escape, and was soon 
alterwards arrested.

THE TORIES MAD. 


THEY DON’T LIKR CONSERVATIVE 
UNISO™M WITH THES IRISH, 


Lord Bendoiph Cherchill to go Before His Liver- 
pool Partisans ard Tell Why They Did It— 
Oburebill Still Stubborn— is air Cas- 
tles for the Future— foreign News. 


Loupox, August l.—Although the electoral 
campaign is abont to open, both political par- 
ties are still in search of a definite programme 
of party ection. Developments ot the past 
week have disclosed an immense rupture in 
the’conservative party. This has been.caused 
through discontent of the old tories, who con- 
stitute the vast bulk of the party. -They be- 
lieve the present conservative leaders have 
been going too far in their efforts to propitiate 
the Pernellites and secure them as allies. Re- 


monstrances have bees sent to the marquis of 
Salisbury from nearly all provincial tory elec- 
tion agents. ‘ 

These remonstrances, added to the protests 
of the conservative members of parliament, 
have beep made the subject of the cavinet dis- 
cussion. The result 1s that lord 

RANDOLPH CHURCHILL HaS SUBMITTED 

to party discipline. He has agreed to take 
au humbler public rate,and has engaged to 
go before his angry and disappointed party 
colleagues in Liverpool and explain 
to them and attempt to justify 
his relation with the Irish home rulers. He 
has also consented to goon an electioneering 
tour under the direction of the marquis of 
Salisbury. Lord Randolph is stubboru, how- 
ever, and has not surrendered unconditioally. 
He has secured the consent § of 
his more aged party managers 
to advocate the conservative policy, 
which will embrace the local government roe- 
form, end reform the British land laws. It 
is true that these terms are very general, but 
it may be safely predicted that having com- 
mitted his party to anopen advocacy of 
local self-government and land laws reform, 
Lord Randolph will, in his own good time 
secuie the adhesion of the young conserva- 
tives toa decidedly particular and radical 
application of thesame principles. He will 
then trade, that is, he will merge his follow- 
ing with that of Parnell and Chamberlain, 
snap his fingers at Lord Salisbury, and the 
“old fogies,”’ and go intor leadership on his 
own account. 

As bad off, positively, as the tories seem to 
be, the liberais appear to be in a worse condi- 
tion. They have, it seems, small prospects of 
securing amity of conduct among their clans- 
men in the coming elections, and smaller pros- 
pects still of agreeing on a party cry. 

ir. Brett, secretary to the marquis of Hart- 
ington, Gladstone’s. minister for war, 
caused more or less political excitement the 
other day by writing a public letter deploring 
the lack of party unity among the liberals and 
insisting upon the necessity uf the party join- 
ing ina formal declaration of policy.

Jongrroro, Ga., August 1.—{Special.}—The Clay- 
ton County Agricultural and Industrial associa- 
tion beld its first annual meeting and barbecue 
today.

Asa class the overseers upon a plantation at 
the south inslavery times were not regarded 
specially desirable as hirers of the negroes of 
others. Habitual arbitrary rule over all sorts 
of servants led many of them to appear too 
inconsiderate of what was felt by most hu- 
mane and thoughtful persons to be due to 
beings wholly dependent upon the superior 
race. Perhaps the wives among this class 
were yet more objectionable in this respect. 
As a rule, therefore, negroes thus situated 
were of shabby appearance and qualities 
below the savyerage, whom their owners had 

et go for inconsiderable wage. 

Edy, a woman belonging to Mr. John Ad- 
kins, @ prosperous, rather parsimonious planter 
on Rocky Comfort creek, was hired to Beverly 
Bheals, his overseer. She had been purchased 


only a year before from a Virginia negro trader. 
Bhe was small, grum in looks, sullen in de- 
portment, and though reserved in speech, re- 

ded very resentful of wrong, real or imag- 
ary. Yet, unattractive as she was, she 
bad gotten a husband; a tall, power- 
ful African named Shade, the _ prop- 
erty of Mr. Elias Gage, who dwelt some four 
miles further down the creek. The husband 
wastmuch prized by his master,and borein 
the neighborboed a good name for honesty and 
industry. If he sometimes went off to his wite’s 
houre on other nights than Saturdays, this 
was known to be not uncommon among negro 
men of good repute otherwise, and he was sel- 
dom molested by ‘‘paterollers,’’ as were called 
smal) squeds of white men who occasionally 
went out at night on patrol. 

Sheals stood well in the community, not 
only as a good manager, but as a man of un- 
common thriftin the care of his own means. 
Now, at thirty-five, he had some three 
thousand dollers at interest, and it was known 
that bis expectation was to purchase a planta- 
tion aiter a year or so longer, and renouncing 
his present occupation, begin planting on his 
own ,account. 

His wife was thought to be hard to please. 
Once pretty, she was so no longer, and besides 
was untidy in dress and slouched in gait. 
Many women in her condition kept no ser- 
vents, easily doing their own domestic work. 
But Mr. Sheals thought he could not afford to 

o with his meals often uncertain, habitually 

ate, and sometimes be pressed for clothes 

suitable to put on Sunday mornings. A mild 

mannered man, he had never quarreled 
with his wife except when challenged by her 

rovoking complainings. He quietly hired 
or her a woman every year. I say every year, 
for the rule in such cases was that at the ond 
of any one year Mrs. Sheals could not endure 
the oe or the help could not endure Mrs, 

Bheals longer and a change had to be made, 
the last when Edy Adkins came. 

As usual, the relations between mistress and 
maid were rather disagreeable. Edy was not 
specially neglectful ot her work, and in neat- 
ness, considering their difference in opportuni- 
tes and obligations, may have been said to be 
more than equa! to her mistress. Mrs.Sheals, 
however, had claimed to foresee that the woman 
was worthless, otherwise sht would not have 

otten her, and of course such toresight must 
realized. There were perhaps few condi- 
tions of social life less happy in daily details 
than that in which these women lived, In 
one respect the negro hadthe advantage. She 
was only a negro,and dull or presumed to 
be dullin sensibility, and beyond all possibil- 
ity‘ot loses in the matter of social position. 
hat sufferings she hed endured in the 
flesh-were from the light flogging that Sheals, 
- attheinstigation of his wile, had inflicted. 

These chastisements, sdministered with re- 
luctance by one who believed that for the 
most part, they were not deserved, were de- 
clared by the wife to be such as made the 
wretch more and more worthless. This 
declaration owas made with special 
aeperity one morning to the 
husband, as he was about leaving the house 
for the field after an injunction to do, if he 
pleased, take that — out and give her a 
cow-hiding that ehe would remember, unless 
he cared more for a mean nigger’s feelings than 
for those f~Ss o wp lawful wile. 

_ “Selly,” said Sheals, putting on his hat, 
“eccordin’ to your own statement, 1 dor¥ see 
whar that nigger’sto blame. Youan’she may 
fight it out betwix yourselves.” 

This enraged her beyond endurance. No 
sooner was her husband gone, than seizing the 
cow hide she rushed tothe kitchen, and be- 
fore Edy was aware of her intentions, struck 
her violently over her shoulders, which, being 
bare, bled freely under the keen whip. Edy, 
at the moment hadin her bands the fire 
tongs. For a momert she glared like a demon 
as she raised the instrument. Her assailant 
unappalled, said: 

“Pat them tongs down, you heifer, if you 
don’t want to die before your time come.” 

Edy dropped the tongs, crossed her arms 
snd without word or quiver took the rest of 
the chastisement. When it was over, she 
silently resumed her work. 

I jes’ found out what the mean thing need- 


alone. This was done in somewhat of a pet, 
as she had already waited full ten minutes be- 
yond her usual! time. 

“Ef you ruther have cold coffee ’n hot cof- 
fee, Mr. Sheals, you can take it,” she eaid, as 
she took her seat. Her first cup was already 
finished when he took the foot of the table and 
the wife was beginning onthe second. Sae 
made him a cup and passed it. 

“Sally,” said he, after,teking a sip, “some- 
thing wrong in this coffee.” 

a Lord,” she said, appalled, “I consated 
so at first; but I had a headache anyhow, and 
I concluded twern’t nothin’ but consate.”’ 

“By the Lords, it’s—it’s pizened!”’ he cried. 
Rising instantly, he rushed to the kitchen, 
and without a word to the servant, he looked 
searchingly around, at length going into a 
small closet wherein stood the negro’s bed. 
Raising the mattress and calling to her he 
pointed to a snuff bottle that lay there tightly 
corked. 

‘““What’s that, you devil?” 

“It’s my sugar bottle, Mr. Sheals; but how 
it come dar when it taint been more’n half a 
hour sence I sot it in my chips. God-a’mighty 
in heb’r—” 

At that moment a scream, piteous as it was 
— g,wes heard. Sheals ran back into the 

ouse and Edy with utmost speed possible, 
made for the woods. 

I need not relate in detail the necessary 
sequels, the recapture of Edy that night at the 
Geger, aud the death two days afterward of 
Mrs. Sheals. The poor woman, before dying, 
bad bescught her husband’s forgiveness for 
her own shortcomings, and for the friendless 
negro whom she admitted to have been pro- 
venea by herself to desperation. Much of her 
dyipg agony and of her husband’s horror 
wes coothed by the consolations and coun- 
sels of good old Mr. Sanford, of whose church 
they were members. The bereaved husband, 
when the death and the funeral were over, 
went sadly back to his duties,and in calmness 
awaited the operation ofthe law. Adkins,the 
owner of Edy, saying he was not going to pay 
for a dead nigger, valaned to employ counsel, 
words and conduct that, notwithstanding the 
heinousness of the crime, were regarded by all 
reflecting persons with some disgust. People 
could not but talk with some 
admiration of the young lawyer whom the 
court assigned to the defense, who, after several 
consultations with Edy and her husband, bold- 
ly announced in public, whenever the case was 
mentioned in his hearing, his belief in her in- 
nocence. But, of course,as they knew, all 
lawyers talked in that way, the younger they 
are, the more boldly. Edy protested her in- 
nocence of the deed, though she admitted to 
all whom she conversed with thatshe had 
bated her employer,and many a time had 
wished her dead for her cruel treatment. It 
was proven by her busband that out of the 
bottle in which the poison from the James- 
town (commonly called jimson) weed was 
found, she had gotten sugar for a cup of coffee 
she had made for him before his departure on 
that morning, but his testimony was believed 
by none among the whites. Sheals, at the 
trial, pale, reserved, answered all questions 
calmly and without show of resentment, 
never once turning His eyes towards the 
defendant. Many praised his forbearance, 
but some attributed it to the recollection 
ofthe incongruity and infelicity of his con- 
jugal relation.

EL. MAHDI’S DEATH. 

The report of the death of E] Mahdi has 
been conggfed in so many ways that it can 
no Jonger be reasonably doubted. El Mahdi, 
who was to conquer the world, undoubtedly 
died of smallpox in or near his own capital. 
He did not carry the banner of Islam to the 
ends of the earth, but he certainly kept his 
enemies alert in hisown country. Hiscareer 
at the head of an army of barbarians, armed 
chiefly with spears, was certainly a very re- 
markable one, even if the difficulties of the 
country be taken into account. He annihi- 
Jated General Hicks’s force of 12,000 men, 
although the latter were well armed and 
equipped, and were led in part at least by 
well trained European officers. It had guns, 
and supplies, and camels, and was 12, 
strong; and yet the new prophet annihilated 
ittoaman. Itisquestionable whether any 
one surviyed to tell the story. Not long af- 
terwards his lieutenants overwhelmingly de- 
feated Baker Pasha’s army, and would have 
annibilated itif the gunsof the fleet had 
not afforded shelter. Sinkat and other 
places were captured, and the uprising 
spread farand wide. General Gordon and 
his force were surrounded in Khartoum, 
and the city itself fell before Lord Wolseley 
could reach it. Although defeated several 
times with heavy loss, yet neither the mahdi 
nor his men seemed in the least discouraged, 
and none of the defeats lessened his power 
inthe Soudan or the number of his fol- 
lowers. 

The cost and delays of the Soudan cam- 
paign undoubtedly aided to overthrow 
Mr. Gladstone, while the mahdi remained 
erect and defiant. The black barbarian, 
armed with aspear, defied at lastin hishome 
all the arts, and skill, and resources of the 
white man and civilization. A similar 
spectacle had not been witnessed in many # 
day. and 
The death of the mzidi puts wn end to 
the Soudan campfign and to the most costly 
and distressing eatures of the Soudan prob- 
lem. There ifno prophet now in the Sou- 
dap, and when fanaticism subsides the real 
force of the Arab movement will he with- 
diawn. A railroad may be built to Ber ber 
but it ig no longer a military necessity, Its 
constfuction will now be based on commer- 
cial grounds. Full control of the Syudan 
by the Egyptians may not be feasible at 
énce, but commercial control will lead to po- 
litical and militery eoitrol in the course of a 
few years: fur it is not reasonable to suppose 
that ihe Arabs will accept the next man as a 
leader who claims to have come to conquer 
aheretic world. The prophet business has 
already been strained to the utmost in the 
Soudan, and another prophet would not be 
accepted. 


BROKEN RICE AND TARIFF CHAFF. 

The Sayannah Morning News is inciine@to 
give us all the ups and downs of its positions 
in regard to broken and abused rice, In 
reply to some recent remarks in Tae Con- 
stitution, the News says it isnot in favor of 
protecting rice, and, on the other hand, is 
not in favor of admitting rice practically 
duty free. It regards rice and sugar as reve- 
nue articles, and, as to rice, wants a tariff 
for revenue only levied on it, whether it is 
whole or broken, or mangled—a tariff for 
reyenue only that willafford the rice-plan- 
ters adequate protection in this world where 
cruel ccmpetition is jiable to spring up atany 
time. 

Tois position is so ingenious, and seems to 
be se loud)y called for by the exigences of 
the situation that we do not hesitate to ex- 
tend the Morning News our warmest con- 
gratulations on its successful demonstration 
of the fact that the way to get a knot out of 
a raveling is to tie it tighter.

ATLANTA’S SILENT VISITOR. 

Like all of her confederate sisters, Atlanta was 
ready to die in the last ditch. 

She found this last ditch something more than 
alurid figure of warlike rhetoric. Literally it 
was a bloody chasm, and when she tumbled into 
it the swarming legions of Sherman surged around 
and about it, and over it,and then rolled resist- 
less onward,a mighty blue wave shooting straight 
to the sea, 

It was months before the shattered victim 
struggled to her feet again, and stood amidst the 
ashes of her ruined temples. The tremendous 
tidings of Appomattox failed to atir her pulse or 
thrill her breast. Slowly, as the seasons 
glided away, her strength was renewed, 
her olden courage revived, and the 
hum of industry and the clatter of traffic were 
again heard in her long deserted mart. 

The last dsys of Sixty-five found the Gate City 
a busy chaos. The old thoroughfares were just 
beginning to straggie out from under the ash- 
hesps, and a tumultuous mushroom growth of 
temporary structures spread out in every direc- 
tion. The dismantled redoubts circling the city 
told theirstory of the famous siege of forty days. 
There were other disagreeable suggestions 
of disaster. and defeat. Victorious foemen 
flushed with triumph jestied the sad- 
faced citizens in the street and 
filled the air with their martial clangor. On almost 
every corner stood (an ebony statue, a frowning 
menace to civilization, in the shape of a black 
soldier, with a bayonet in one hand and a spelling 
book In the other. 


These discordant elements and evidences of 
peace and war, of destruction and reconstruction, 
wore their usual grim look one gloomy December 
day. So thought a silent stranger whose quiet 
gray eyes took in thescene as he drove witha 
companion through the ragged streets, past blaek- 
ened ruins and over piles of cebris left over from 
the siege. 

Leaning back in the top buggy with the lap

He listened attentively to his mill never e 
large Suevenion, a witary looking mea, but said lit | 


tle in return, The few people hurrying to an 
fro on this inclement day dismissei the silent 
man with a glance. They saw only a middie 
aged man ef busines, evidently 
a plain citizen. His jcareless gitire, his 
apparently listless manner and his hat slouched 
over his eyes, made him anything but aconspicu- 
ous figure. Those who took a second giance 
notea that this stolid person was squarely and 
solidly built, with square shoulders, a square head 
and a square face covered with a closely trimmed 
brown beard. In his square, firm mouth was a 
cigar which he puffed industriously, 

The presence of this visitor, unknown, perhaps, 
to more than ascore of persons, was a notable 
event. It did much to decide the fate of Atlanta 
and of the south. 

This was the first and last time that the hero of 
Appomattox ever looked upon Atlanta. 

Throughout that dreary December day General 
Grant quietly devoted himself to the object of his 
mission. He was making a tour of the south, at 
the request of President Johnson, and his brief 
sojourn in Atlanta was for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the sentimentand temper of the people 
and their leaders. 

Federal officers, ex-confederates, union 
sympathizers and the unreconstructed talked 
to the statuesque soldier. To one and 
all the general listened with grave attention. 
Indignant loyalists told him that the rebels hated 
the old flag and threatened violence to the union- 
ists. 

“Tt is natural,” was the only comment that 
could be drawn from the general, 

Some wild schemers suggested confiscation, dis- 
franchisement and military rule. 

“We don’t do that way in America,” was the 


calm reply. 
An ola man referred feelingly to the bad blood 


engendered by the war. 
-‘t cannot last,” said the general, 

The next morning the silent visitor with his in- 
evitable cigar was on his way to Washington to re- 
port to the president, Over his own signature he 
assured the government and thecountry that ‘‘the 
masses of the thinking men of the south accepted 
the situation in good faith.” 

Against that calm judgment it was useless to 
struggle. It broke the full force of the cruel legis- 
lation then in progress, and the enemies of the 
prostrate south-were compelled to modify their 
programme. The demagogues were powerless 
when the Man of Appomattox barred their reck- 
less march. 


“Where did Grant stop when in Atlanta?”’ 

Thousands ot people asked this question after 
the departure of their distinguished visitor. 

Doubtless this is the first time that the question 
has ever been answered. In 1865 the building 
now known as the Ivy Street Hospital was a large 
boarding house, under the management of two

General Fitzhugh Lee, the nominee of the demo- 
cratic convention for governor, was born at Cler- 
mont, Fairfax county, on November 19, 1835, and 
is therefore in the 50th year of his age, His father 
was Captain Sydney Smith Lee, who left the 
United States navy at the breaking out of the war 
and joined the confederate navy. Generali Lee 
was a grandson of General Henry Lee, or ‘Light 
Horse Harry,’’ and a nephew of Genera! Robert E. 
Lee. The moetherof General Lee was a grand- 
daughter of George Mason and a sister of James M. 


Mason, who for many years represented Virginia 
in the United States senate, and who represented 
the copiederacy in Kngland during the war. At 
the age of 16 General Lee secured an appointment 
to West Point. He uated from there in 1856, 
He stood at the h of his class in horsemanship 
and was assigned to the fifth cavalry as second 
lieutenant. This was at that period one of the 
most famous regiments in the army. It was at 
tims coummandeied by such dis inguished 
¢ fiicers as Albert Sidney ohason 
and Robert FE. Lee, Earl Van Born, George d. 
Thomas, William J. Hardee, John B. Hood and 
others, who won4fame in the southera and federal 
- armies during the late war, were officers in this 
regiment. Lee saw serviceon the western froa- 
tiers, and was aenigualy wounded in a conflict 
with the Comanche Indians. In 1860 General 
Lee was detached from his regiment and ordered 
to report to West Point agsan instructor of cay- 


alry. 

The breaking out of the war found the subject 
of this sketch a second lieutenant on duty at 
West Point. When Virginia seceded he premptly 
resigned his commission and joined the confeder- 
ate army. His first service under the south was 
in General Bea rd’s army at the battle of Ma.

The Columbus cotton mills have shown wisdom 
in meeting over production of staple gocds with 
experiments in new directions. The Eagle and 
Phenix now sells a thousand pounds a day of ball 
thread, and sold to San Francisco on one order 
200,000 dozen balls. The Swift manufacturing 
company started two years ago making quilts, and 
is now building an additional mill for this indus- 
try. 


In a speech in Columbus, urging the people to 
subscribe for the Georgia Midland, Hon. W. A. 
Little stated that only three Pullman sleeping 
cars bad ever been In Columbus—two for Mardi 
Gras excursions and one to bring Janauschek, It 
is doubt{ul if a similar statement could be made 
of any city of like size in America.
